IN NEWARK 


Coming down to a later date.the Munay 
ly the Lansing, Tvas opened l>y a 
KIT. 
Munay, an old steamboat captain. 
The 
house~~\vas opened with a grand ball. I 
remember it was the leading social event 
of the day. The tickets were five dol- 
lars. It was a very brilliant affair and 
the beauty and chivalry of Newark were 
present. The price was a little

TJV pile, and I did not attend. The ho- 
tel, as we afterwards know, was run by 
Major Bob Lansing:, wnom everybody 
knew. It is now used as a public build- 
ing-. It was a great calamity to New- 
ark when that building "was changed 
from its original design. 
There was another famous place of re- 
sort in early times, called 
the 
Half 
Way Tavern, beyond the old dag way, 
between Newark and Granville. The pro- 
prietor was • noted • for his 
hospitality, 


^nd when some of our people wished to 
have an "old fashioned lark, they made 
this old proprietor a call and fairly made 
Rome howl. Their bacchanalian revelt 
often lasted to a very late hour. The} 
were allowed to do pretty much-as thej 
pelased and any depredations they might 
commit were made good the following 
day. 
I heard when I was a boy of some 


of their escapades. It is related that on 
one occasion they procured a live pig 
ind going up on top of the roof, 
the} 
let at down the chimney, much to the 
amusement of all present. 
They used 
to celebrate old dances, country stvle. 
The fiddler would play old familiar air;, 
"vhile the revelers would dance jigs and 
cut up high old fashion. 
There 
are a few 
other prominent 
nlaces of resort which I cannot refrain 
from mentioning., Among them was the 
"Old 
lazaar." built by the Smith Bros 
one of whpjn was the venerabl" 
and 
•nuch revered Captain James H. Smith, 
known as the hero of three wars. This 
place was famous in early times as the 
headquarters for 
leading 
politicians, 
lawyers and doctors. Thev kept a fine 
bar and served fancy dnnks in great 
shape. One portion of the building was, 
used as a confectionery. 
Another famous 
place of resort was 
known as the "Eagle Restaurant" Hon. 
T. J. Christian was the proprietor. Mr. 
Christian was a Virginian by birth and 
belonged to a very aristocrtic family. He 
•was a Henry Clay "Whig, a man of fine 
presence, of vast reading and informa- 
tion. This place was the headquarters 
for the leading politicians, lawyers antf 
doctors in those days. 
Club rooms at

they discussed all the leading topics of 
the day, both state and national. This 
was somewhat -after the custom of the 
club life so common in London in early 
times, being frequented by the 
great 
men of the country. I rememtier tne 
large sign in front of the Eagle Res- 
taurant. It was a/ large eagle with Its 
•wings outstretched in the act of flying. 
Mr. Bush Sargent of our city, is a son- 
in-law of the Hon. T. J. Christian. 
The Bickel House, on West Main St., 
where the Symons building now stands, 
was a tavern, and a place of resort in 
early times, and had its regular pa- 
trons. 
There is one other spot which will al- 
ways hold a warm spot in my heart, 
which I can never forget, and that Is 
the old bakery on South Second street, 
finown as Gingerbread Row. The pro- 
prietor was Mr. Gilbert Cross. 
Here 
were doled out in great shaps /ginger 
cakes, the size of cartwheels, and gin- 
gerbread in sciuares several feet 
in 
length. This place was headquarters for 
hungry as well as thirsty farmers, for in 
connection with the 
gingerbread 
and 
cheese, Cronk's famous beer was served 
and kept constantly on tap. 
I used to 
save all my extra pennies and blow them 
in for hot ginger cakes. Of course small 
hoys were not allowed to drink Cronk's 
beer, although it was harmless, non-in- 
toxicating, being composed of sarsapar- 
:ll'i. sugar and water. How my mouth 
used to water when I would see those 
old farmers washing down their hunk 
of cheese and gingerbread with this de- 
lightful 
beverage. 
They 
would 
not 
spend more than ten cents for a din- 
ner. The rest of their money they would 
salt down at home in an old sock and 
<oon own a big farm. They were fru- 
gal— ihey knew their business. 
We,, of 
today might profit by their example. 
I recall the familiar face and form' of 
nld man Willoughby, with his 
blind 
horse and spring wagon, trudging along 
through our streets, delivering his fa- 
mous sarsaparilla beer. This was quite 
a popular beverage at that time. He had 
a little shop near where the new school 
building now stands on Elmwood aven- 
ue, where he manufactured it. How of- 
ten have I stolen down the steps leading 
to our cellar when a^ boy and quaffed 
some of this delicious beverage. To me 
it was the nectar of the pods. We know 
that nothing tastes so good as thatwhich 
v.-e have to work hard for to procure. 
The apples hanging from the trees of 
our neighbors were never so tempting 
as when we were compelled to climb a 
high picket fence and tear the seat of 
rur pants to procure them. The water- 
melons in our youth never tasted so de- 
licious as the ones we stole, and carried 
down the old feeder or creek bottom 
and opened with our old frogsticker. 
In early times it was almost the uni- 
versal custom for our good people 
to 
keep wine on their massive sideboards, 
and when a frienrl made a social call, 
lie was invariably invited by the host to 
"take a smile." Drunkenness was less 
nommon then than now. The enod old 
Virginia hospitality so characteristic of 
our early fathers has become a thng of 
the past. The heartless scramble after 
the almighty dollar so common among 
us today has destroyed to a very large 
extent those little amenities as well as 
courtesies so characteristic of the early 
days. The ruffled shirts and cuffs, as 
well as the clawhammer coats with their 
brass buttons, worn by the elegant gen- 
tlemen of the pa.«t, are no long°r sepn. 
Would to God those good old days might 
return. 
There are many other pleasant remin- 
iscences connected with our early his- 
tory which I would like to recall, but 
will be obliged to resere for some sub- 
sequent paper.

ture's Committees. 


Chicago convention is tne putative 
legal formulist of the document; it is 
claimed that Walter Brown, the To- 
ledo boss who is left bower to Guil- 
bert (Cox being only right bower to 
the real state house big chief) was 
present at one or two conferences, but 
that is neither primal nor final in de- 
gree of importance. The fact exists 
that the bosses had their heads to- 
gether in the framing of the gover- 
nor's message and the bills that ac- 
companied it with the 'intention of 
railroading them through "under sus- 
pension of the rules," as commanded 
by the governor in the message, be- 
fore anybody except those in the pact 
could know exactly what the bill pro- 
vides. 


There is Republican authority for 


the statement that at the final confer- 
ence, which was held in the attorney 
general's office, there- were present 
State Auditor Guilbert, Governor Har- 
ris. Attorney General Ellis, Speaker 
Eagleson, Senators West, Hypes and 
Patterson. Others present were not 
named. Next day the message was 
sent in. West, the Republican leader 
in the Senate and Chamberlain, the 
Republican floor leader in the house 
when Little, Frizell, Spicer. Foraker, 
Woods or some other member of the 
"jolly juveniles" isn't actually leading, 
introduced the bill in the house. 
* * * 


The scheme to have the governor 


appoint two probers, one from each 
major party, to conduct a "bi-partisan" 
investigation of state offices and state 
institutions instead of the legislative 
committees which are doing such 
good work that the partisan Republi- 
cans under investigation and their 
defenders in the legislature have be- 
gun to cry out "partisan investigation" 
every time tie probe hurts, is the 
most brazen piece of partisanship ever 
proposed to any legislature. Every- 
body knows how such a committee 
would consist of one partisan Republi- 
can and one "non-partisan" Demo- 
crat who could easily agree on all 
matters brought under investigation 
and what not to Investigate. Nobody 
who knows Auditor Guilbert believes 
he was aiding or conseirting to any 
sort of a scheme to investigate his 
office that was not entirely satisfactory 
to him and in no wise dangerous. By 
leading his high office to such scheme 
Governor Hani* has openly identified 


that the proposed committee the gov- 
ernor would name shall, servo until 
Jan. 1. 1909, which moans that all the 
committee's work' and especially its 
report would be carried over 
until 


after election. This, in itself, Is proof 
that the whole scheme is a subterfuge, 
a carefully planned campaign dodge. 


That the bosses are thoroughly 


alarmed by the mutters the legisla- 
ture's investigating committees are 
bringing to light is demonstrated by 
the fact that they have employed at- 
torneys, one of whom is Hurry Daugh- 
erty. sometimes mentioned as an 
aspirant for governor and sometimes 
said to be a Republican candidate for 
United States senator. 
The senate's 


probe committee has been given to un- 
derstand that it will be enjoined if it 
extends the scope of its "partisan in- 
quiiy" or takes "any unfair advantage 
of state officials." 


How can a committee of the legisla 


ture take an "unfair advantage" of 
any state official by asking him to 
show his records and by asking him 
questions about the way he is attend- 
iug to the business of the state 
* * * 


Filibustering on the Republican side

It requires much 
more time to pass a bill in the house 
than in the senate, even when there 
js no objection, on account of the long 
roll call, the house having over three 
times as many members as the senate. 


Without opposition the senate adopt- 


ed two resolutions by Mr. Howe for 
additional information as to the cost 
of state departments. One was for a 
report from tbe state supervisor of 
printing as to the number and name 
of state publications: the cost of each, 
and the total cost. The other was a 
request for information from the audi- 
tor of state as to tbe number of em- 
ployes in the state department of in- 
spection and supervision of public of- 
fices, their salaries and expenses. The 
intention of tbe inquiry directed to the 
state auditor is to ascertain just what 
the "rake off" of the state bureau of 
accounting » in the aggregate. Mr. 
GuUberl has a large force of "inspec- 
tors." who are sent over the state ' 
find "glaring violations of law" in the 
accounts of Democratic city or county 
officials and "technical irregularities" 
in the accounts of Republican city or 
county officials.
